The remit is being proposed on behalf 

of the New Zealand Queen Bee Producers 
Association. The NZQPBA believes that 

it is up to the beekeeping industry as 
a_whole to make the final decision on 

new stock introduction. The association 
and the branch feels that no one segment 
of the industry can expect to receive 
approval from government for such an 
introduction unless it has first achieved 
full industry support. The NZQPBA has 
produced a discussion paper on Carniolan 
introduction which will be sent to all 
branches prior to their remit meetings. 
As well, the morning session of this year's 
pre-conference seminar will be devoted 

to the question of stock introduction. 


The Northland branch asks that members 

give their branch delegates an open vote 

on this remit so that the insights gained 

from seminar discussions can be used to 

help make an informed, honest, and unemotional 
decision of this important issue.

CHANGE OF RULES: EXECUTIVE 


3 A) First, that the present Rule 2(b) be 
amended to read as follows 


Notwithstanding any provision expressed 
in these Rules to the contrary, the 
terms "member" and “ordinary member’ 
where used in Rules 16, 18(c), 21, 
26(b), 26(c), 26(e), 23(f) and 27(a) 

of these Rules shall be deemed to not 
include “honorary members" as defined 
in Rule 9, or "associate members" as 

defined in Rule 10" 


Note: The rules referred to above are 
the re-numbered rules. 


B) That Rule 5(a) be amended to read as 
follows: 


“Categories 
(a) There shall be five categories 


of membership, namely: 


(i) Ordinary members 
(ii) Commercial members 
(iii) Life members 
(iv) Honorary members 
(v) Associate members 


C) That a new Rule 10 be introduced, and 
the remaining Rules be re-numbered: 


"10. Associate Membership 

(a) The Executive of its own accord 
may elect any specialist beekeeping 
organisation as an associate member. 


(b) Subject to Rule 2(b) of these Rules 
an associate member shall enjoy 
the rights and privileges of an 
ordinary member. " 


D) That a new clause (D) be added to Rule 
12 (Old Rule 11) 


"An associate member shall cease to 

be a member if he dies, resigns or 

if the Executive resolves to remove 

him from membership because his subscription 
is unpaid, or for any other reason." 


E) That Rule 13a (Old Rule 12a) be amended 
to read: 


(a) The annual subscriptions to be 
paid by ordinary members and associate 
members shall be such sums as the 
Executive shall from time to time 
decide. The Executive shall report 
its decisions in this regard as 
soon as practicable to the Branches 
of the Association and to the next 
Annual Meeting of the Association.
